LLIPINES.

Chas. H. Morrissoy. one of the Crew of 
the Cruiser Yorktown, Shot by In 
surgents at Baler, in the Isle of 
Luzon. 

The following article Laken from the 
Lincoln (Nebraska) Evening News, will 
be read with interest and regret hy 
mony: of the people of Emily, Ennis- 
more and Ops; 

Dec. 18.—Two of the Yorktown's cap- 
‘ured erew, Ryders and Woodbury, 
have been re-captured and now are 
safe in American hands. Seven of the 
fourteen, captured with Lieut. Gill- 
more, were last heard of Noy. 29 near 
Vigan. The following dispatch from 
Admiral Watson at Manila, explains 
the fate of the remaining seven, of 
whom four were killed ; 

“Seamale Ryders, of the Yorktown, 
caplured ot Baler, re-caplured with 
Woodbury hy calyalry at Bayombong, 
has reported here on the flagship. Both 
were wounded when Gillmore was lak- 
en and left behind. MeDonald, Dillon 
ond Morrissey were killed. Rydeys, 
Woodbury and Venville were wound- 
ed; the latter was doing well al Baler 
on June 15. L expeet Woodbury Lo- 
morrow. The wounded were not cored 
for %y the insurgents aod their 
wounds recovered under their personal 
eared. ‘Woodbury and Ryders walk- 
ed nearly to Manila.” 

Charles M. Morrissey, 


the young 
man mentioned in the dispatch, waa tv 
former resident of Lincoln, a son of 
John M. Morrissey, a grain dealer, 
who now lives nt at 1544 O. Street. 
The young man was but eighteen years 
of age last February. 

AX one time he attended the Tincoln 
high school and would have graduated 
from there in a few months had he 
not stopped in January, 1897. He 
went to work in the American E 
change Notional bank of this city. 
Shortly afterword he went to Butte, 
Monlona, Oe hod heen working in 
Clark's bank at Butte as assisiant tel- 
ler for about six months when he de- 
cided to enlist in the United States 
navy.: 

The journey to San 


Francisco was 
soon made, and on July 15, 1892, he 
enlisted in the United States service 
and was assigned to the Yorktown. 
The last his family heard from him 
was in a letter dated April 5th, 1899, 
in which he detailed somo of the ex- 
periences he had gone through in the 
Philippines. One week later, he to- 
gether with fourteen other members 
of the Yorktown crew came in contact 
with a body of Filipinos. 

There has been some doubt concern- 
Ing the young man’s fate from that 
time to the present. All sort of re- 
ports have been circulated in the city. 
but the dispntch to-day is the first 
authentic information to reach Lin- 
coln concerning him since his contact 
with the Filipinos. 

The letters young Morrissey sent 
home from time to time gaye accounts 
of two skirmishes in which he had par- 
‘ticipated previous to his final experi- 
ence. He had seen some fighting at 
Baylor. He together with several 
others of the crew were engaged in 
gellting off several launches when a 
large body of natives came running 
down to the bank and fired on them. 
The fire was returned and the Fi 
ipinos retired. So far as was known 
no! one was injured on ei r side, 

The ship was under pino fire 
at another time, when approaching an 
old deserted steamer that had drifted 
aground, the natives from the beach 
fired on the Yorktown, but without 
omy serious results. A few broadsides 
from the ship scattered the combative 
Filipinos. 

Charles Morrissey was next to the 
eldest in a family of seven children. 
His father ond mother are both liv- 
ing.

Dutch Disaffection Serious. 

London, 1 m.—Mr, Wins-

Comp Is perhaps responsible for some oyer- 
coloring of the gravity of the situation, but 
nll to-doy’s crews conveys the Impression 
that Gen. Buller may be {ntending another 
attack upon the Boer position. Certainly

Despatches from Chleveley {ndicate that 
Gen.Buller's forces will remobilize atFrere 
before attempting another advance, Doubt- 
less he would be glad to retrieve the Col- 
enso reverse before the arrival of Lord 
Roberts; yet he Js hardly Mkely to attempt 
onother frontal attack. It is more likely

Despatches from Modder River represant 
Dutch disaffection In Griqualand West as 
growing very serlous.

He then,carried the body of his dead 
wife into the house and remained by 
it all night. The next day, when a 
party went to the house, and when 
about 100 yards away, they were 
startled by the report of a gun at 
the house. They advanced cautious- 
ly, and, Jooking {n, found the two 
bodies lying side by side on the floor. 
Dentzer had spread a cover on the 
floor and Taid the dead body on it, 
and when he saw the men approach- 
ing, laid himself down beside the 
body, and, putting the muzzle of the 
gun to his eye, he fired another fatal 
shot, killing himself instantly.

Washington, Dec. 28. — The equan- 


imity of the State Department is not 
at all disturbed over the significance 
attached in legal and mercantile elr- 
cles to the stopping by British war- 
ships of British and Dutch merchant 
vessels bound for Delagoa Bay with 
cargoes exported from the United 
States, The officials express con- 
fidence that the British Government 


will make full reparation for any 
act committed by its naval agents 
if it turns out to have been illegal 


or unjustified, and they profess a 
profound conviction that Englishmen 
are not taking any hazardous chances 
just at present of antagonizing any 
considerable popular element In Am- 
erica, It is not known to tho Secre- 
tary of State whether cargoes owned 
in this country have actually been 
confiscated, nor precisely what arti- 
cles Great Britain proposes to regard 
as contraband during the continuance 
of the South African war. It is said 


that every nation on becoming  on- 
“ged in hostilities makes Its own 
ps, and seldom takes other na- 


ns into its confidence on the sub- 

ct, This was the case when the 
var with Spain began. Neither na- 
jon having subscribed to fhe privat- 
eering clause of the treaty of Paris, | 
a proclamation and a decree were is- 
sued by the President and the Queen 
Regent announcing adhesion to its 
provisions, but Spain did not an- 
nounce what courso sha intended to 
pursue in other matters, except in 
confidential general orders to naval 
officers, fix any definite policy as to 
seizures and contraband.

HILDA BLAKE HANGED, 


Brandon Murdoress Calmly Met Her Fate 
on tho Scaffold 


Brandon, Man., Dec. 28. — Hilda 
Blake, the English girl who murder- 
ed her mistress, Mrs. John Lane, of 
this place, last July, was hanged 
yesterday morning in the court yard 
of the Brandon jail by Hangman 
Radcliffe, in the presence of a few 
officials. She was perfectly calm. as 
she walked to the scatfold. The drop

ferred death to spending her days 
in jail. 
Hilda Blake had been in Canada 


over ten years, haying been sont to 
this country with a number of 
other girls from an English . work- 
house by Lady Beauchamp. She was 
22 years of age. Tho murder of 
Mrs. Lane was a cold-blooded one, 
A Galician was first blamed for 
having committed the deed, but ho 
proved his innocence. The young 
servant was suspected and ultimately 
confessed that she shot her mis- 
stating that she went up to 
Lane in the drawing room of 
her home, kissed her and then shot 
her.

GEN, FRENCH'S FIGHT. 


The British Commander Cables 
a Very Concise Story. 


BOER LINE OF RETREAT CUT OFF, 


fhe Tugela Is Now Fordablo and General 
Ballor le Expected to Shortly Renew 
His Attempt to Cross the Kiver— 
He Continues to Recelve Re- 
inforcements—Col, Pil- 


cher's Victory, 


London, Jan, 8.—The success of 
General French's column is at length 
confirmed officially, the War Office 
yesterday afternoon issuing a des- 
patch from Cape Tewn, dated Mon- 
day, Jun. 1, as follows: 

French reports at 2 p.m. to-day 
from Coleskop, by heliograph, as fol- 
lows: ‘Leaving at Rensburg, holding 
the enemy in front, half of the First 
Suffolks and a section of the Royal 
Horse Artillery, I started thence at 
5 in the afternoon, Dec. 31, taking 
with me five squadrons of cavalry, 
half of the Second Berks and 80 
mounted infantry, infantry carried in 
wagons, and 10 guns, I halted for 
four hours at Maidor’s farm, and at 
3.80 this morning occupied the kopje 
Overlooking and westward of Coles- 
berg. The enemy's outposts were 
taken completely by surprise. At 
daylight we shelled the laager and 
enfiladed the right of the enemy's po- 
sition. The artillery fire in reply 
was very hot from a 15-pounder, us- 
ing royal laboratory ammunition, and 
other guns, We sileneed the guns on 
the enemy's right’ flank, demonstrat- 
ing with cavalry and guns, to the 
north of Colesberg, towards the junc- 
tion, where a strong laager of the 
enemy was holding a hill and a posi- 
tion southeast of Colesberg, as-far as 
the function. Our position cuts the 
line of retreat via the bridge. Some 
thousands of Boers, with two guns, 
are reported to be retiring towards 
Norval’s Point.

session at the furthest, This will 
enable us to proceed with the differ- 
ent civic works much earlier than in 
previous years. 

The by-laws providing for the pur- 
chase of the Waterworks and hon- 
using the Bobcaygeon, Lindsay and 
Pontypool Railway having been ap- 
proved by a decided majority of the 
ratepayers entitled to vote on them, 
will require the necessary steps for 
their promulgation. 

The continuation of the construc- 
tion of sewers, pavements ond per- 
manent roadways, in addition to gen- 
eral repairs, will, [ hive no doubt, 
receive the energetic attention of the 
board of avorks and a liberal share 
of our revenue. 

In order to comply with the de- 
mands of the Insurance Underwriters, 
the fire hall and brigade will  re- 
quire some attention and a share of 
the appropriations. 

The improvement of the small Cen. 
tral park and the heating of the Mar- 
ket house, fire hall and council cham- 
ber by some modern process so as to 
add to the comfort of the meu and 
lessen e expense, will, I trust, re- 
ceive the earliest consideration .of 
ithe town property committee.

THE SEAT OF WAR 


Interesting Letter from 
Lieut. Joe Matthews. 


ARRIVAL OF THE CANADIANS AT, 


CAPE TOWN. 

The Trip up the Country Described— 
Arrival at DeAar Camp-The Dust 
Storms and Scarcity of Water 
Among the Annoyances to Endure, 
‘The following extract from a letter 

recently received by Mr. Geo. Mat- 

thews, of this town, from his son, 

Lieut. Joe Matthews, of the Canadian 

Contingent, now at the seat of war 

in South Africa, will be perused with 

interest by our readers, 


DeARR CAMP, Dec. 4th) 

L lave a chance just now to write 
a brief letter; that is all L can pro- 
mise for some time to come. Al- 
though we are uot actually at the 
front, still, we ave near enough to 
realize that this is no jubilee parade. 
We don’t know just when we ure go- 
ing forward, hut there is a rumor 
What we go to-night fo the relief of 
Kimberly, (hese rumors are flying 
about all the time, so Ldon't know 
whether lo believe this one or not. 
Wis Arrived at Cape Town i} 

last Wednesday, and anchored io the 
harbor avout noon. The harbor was 


fairly filled with transports which 
had brought General Buller’s force 
out. Ths Ist battalion of Gordoa 


Highlanders got in just ahead of us, 
bul we went into dock first, about 
four o'clock. We Jay at the dock all 
night and disembarked in the morn- 
ing. We were given a good reception 
as the Sardinian moved into her place. 
We had no end of fun tossing peuoies 
{tof (he Kaffir boys on the dock; they 
scrambled and fought Jike litle 
wolves. We were allowed tu walk on 
the dock a short time thal evening, 
but weren't allowed to go up town 
at all. Ip the morning we disem- 
barked at nine, and after a short 
wait, were marched up to 
Green Voint Camp, 

about four miles from the harbour, 

Caps town is a very pretty place, 
but there are so few trees ibal it did 
not suit my style. The mountains at 
the back are simply magnificent, and 
the scene from our camping ground 
is beyond any words of mine. Along 
with us there were detachments of a 
great many corps, but only a few of 
each There were a number of 
wounded, and a few Boer prisoners ag 
well. In talking with ono of the meno 
(one of the Scuts Guards) he told me 
that the Boers in fighting are very 
treacherous, and even shoot on ambu- 
lance men while attending to the Boor 
wounded. 

We left Cape Town on, Friday after-, 
and got here early Sunday 
morning. Travelling on the train was 
very pleasamt. There were eight in 
each! compartment, so Lhere was lots 
of, room, and we managed to buy ex- 
tras at the station, so we had plenty 
to eat. 

The Country is a Desert 
nearly all the way up. We went for 
miles without seeing a sign of habits 
ation, while what few furms there 
were, were poor affairs. We pagsed 
a few ostrich farms and some large 
herds of goats. The railroad all the 
way is patrolled by the Duke of Edin- 
burgh's regiment and some of the 
Volunteer cavalry. Our train ran 
ery slowly, and about every two 
miles passed a sentry with a flag or 
lamp. ~ 

Our camp hem is not too vad ex- 
cept for the dust. Yesterday, high 
winds prevailed, and in consequence 
no one could see for more than a few 
feet at any time through the day. It 
is. hot, of cours, but none of us mind 
that. There is very litile water, so 
ws belong to the “great uniwashed.” 
Ths nights are quite cool—in fact it is 
cold just before morning, and one 
blonket is not enough We are not 
overburdened with kit-as we left our 
valises at Cape Town. I have a great 
coat rolled, and inside of it a few 
handkerchiefs, a pair of socks and a 
shirt, and if we go up to Kimberly we 
will have to leave these behind and 
fight in ths clothes we stand up in. 

This is a Large Camp. 
ut 8,000 men are “here, and they 
it is one of the strongest in this 
division. I don’t know what troops 
are here, as they are scattered over 
the valley and we are not allowed to 
leave our lines’ We have outposts on 
all the hills each side of the railway, 
so ths position is indeed a strong one. 
The Cormwall regiment is next to us. 
So far we have found the British 
“Tommies” very fine fellows, and ther 
seem only too glad to do anything for 
us. (hey seem to treat the Camadian 
privates with a certain amount of re- 
spect, and give us all the hints their 
eXperience prompts. 
You at Home Know 

a great deal more about (he general 
progress of the war thai we do, as we 
only know what goes on in our own 
camp. I will have to stop now. I 
hope you will explain to the rest of 
ths family that it is impossible for me 
to write (o them at any length, so this 
letter will have to do for all. 

I have just found out that we are 
not to leave camp y} probably 
we shall stay here a week! or so. Love 
to all. JOB.

THE SOUTH AF CAN WAR. 

Rev. 7, Manning, Pastor of Cambridge 
St. Methodiat Church, Speakaon 6 
Subject. 

The addreaa on the South African war lant 
Sundoy {by Rev. T. Manning, paator of 
Cambridge at Methodiat Ohurch was atrong 
ly pro Britiah and thorongh'y patrotic. He 
said, apart from the nitimatam, thejwar waa 
justifiable —aon onjost war would shock 
the morala of the British nation, and they 
felt themaelvea jaatified in the present case, 
The question arises, ‘Ia it in keeping 
with the gospel of Je-us Cheiet?” It was, 
although not in harmooy with Chriat’a 
ideal. If Hia ideal waa lived up to there 
would be no dishonesty, no robbery, no 
envy, no hatred, no jealously. But aa the 
world ia to-day, force muat he used right in 
our midat to breaic the power of the opprea- 
acr and we say that im to the gaod of 
the nation ond the safety of ita populace, 
There must be personal protectin, national 
jnatice and national reform 

The thought occura, ‘Ia war a burden?” 
Yes, nationa are groaning under it: war Is 
a load intolerable to be borne by Ruaaia 
Italy and Germany, farther, if we could 
give the men and the wealth needed ia wac 
toward the porpoaes of agriculture aod 
education, no man need be hungry nor 
isnorant, 

Would not Great Iritain do better by 
trusting in God and use the meone for the 
evangelization of the world”. The beav 
gift God has endowed the homan mind 
with ia commuva-senae, and (reat Britain is 
doiog her beat by the knowledge she poaseas 
et. Amid all the anffering on the field of 
battle, men are caring tenderly for their 
enemies’ wounded and carrying out the 
principles of Christ

Goutlemen,—The work of the Li 
brary and Reading-Room Committee 
{this year has fallen into three sec- 
tions; Ist, to supplement the work 
of tha Special Committee on Library 
arrangements and fixtures; 2nd, to 
select books for year and periodicals 
for 1900; and 3rd, to ue a new 
catalogue. In the discharge of each 
of these duties the Committee has 
spent a great deal of time. 

Tho Committee is able to report 
that the Library is now in good work- 
ing condition, New shelving bas giv- 
en largely increased accommodation. 
(he Library is fairly supplied with 
appliancey for its work. A receiving 
wicket has been conveniently placed, 
calalogues haye been placed in the 
Reading Room, and full directions as 
to the use of the book card.slips pro- 
vides The work of the Library, 
especially the receiving and issuing of 
books, can now be carried on rapidly 
and ‘easily. fe 

In the selection of new books the 
Committee) has taken especial care. 
Lists of books are made monthly by 
tha Secretary from lists sent in by 
members of the committee and of the 
Board, from suggestions by the public, 
from notices in the leading English 
and American reviews, and from an- 
mouncements of the principal English, 
American and Canadian publishers.

Municlralities Throughout Ontario are 
Abandoning the System, 

The appointment of a Provincial 
Good Roads Commiss'dner was one of 
the most praiseworthy acts of the Pro. 
vincial government in recent years, 
and has already led to astrong agtia- 
ation in almost every municipality jin 
favor of beiter roads and a more gys- 
tematic expenditure of the money de- 
voted to road improveiment. 

Als might be expected, towns and 
villuges, have been the first to take 
action, but many progressive town- 
ships are discussing the advisability 
of commuting all statute labor and 
placing the repair of the roads in tho 
hands of permanently appointed road 
foremen or superintendents, who will 
follow closely the method laid down 
by the provincial commissioner as the 
one best adapted to local conditions. 

At the recent municipal election the 
ratepayers of North Orillia township 
gave a majority! of 90 in favor of 
abolishing statute labor, and anum- 
ber of other municipalities in various 
parts of the province reyislered a 
similar decision at the same time. 
_ Speakiag of the situntion us it ex- 
ists in North Orillia, and which may 
be considered fairly indeaitive of tha 
condilions which prevail generally 
throughout the province, Mr. A. W. 


Campbell, the provincial conimissioner, |

THE FARMER'S “GROWING TIME,” 
-—— 

The annual report of the Bureau 9f 
Industries for Ontario is filled with 
interesting slatistics relating to the 
agriculture of the province. The 
total value of farm properly in On- 
tario in 1898 is given as $923,022,422, 
divided as foliows: Farm Jand, $556,- 
246,508: - buildings, $210,051,396 ; im- 
plements, $52,977,232 ; live stock, $103,- 
944,238. ‘The total value of farm prop- 
erty ia 1897 was $905,093,613. Last 
year the value of farm lands showed 
ihe first improvement since 1886. The 
average value per acre last year wae 
$39.46, or an increose of 71 cenls over 
1897, This is the first increase in ten 
years, and is positive proof of agri- 
eultucal prosperity. Still greater 
good may be expected from the policy 
outlined by Premier Ross. 

The value of farm buildings in the 
Province was pluced al upward of 
$210,000,000, as compared with $206,- 
000,000 for Lhe previous year, a great- 
er increase than has been recorded 
since 1293. Lu farm implements there 
has been an increase equally satisfac- 
tory and equally suggestive of agri- 
culture prosperity. The aggregate 
value of farm implements in Ontario 
at the close of 1898 was almost $53- 
000,000, which is considerably more 
than a million and a half in advance 
of the value recorded a year earlier. 
The total valuation of all farm pro- 
perly in Ontario ot tho close of the 
year 1698 is estimated, in round num- 
bers, at $923,000,000, an advance of 
ahout $18,000,000 in one year. 

The rural area assessed in 1898 was 
23,394,084 acres, or 32,156 acres more 
than in the preceding year. Last year 
there were 12,993,614 acres of clear- 
ed land, an increase of 140,533 acres. 
There were 7,294,026 acresof woodland 
last year, a decrease of 95,000 acres ; 
3,200,065 ucres of swamp or marsh land, 
a decreace of 13,000 acres; 2,708,043 
acres in pasture, a decrease of 49,798 
acres, and 8,635,272 acres under crop, 
an increase of 133,567 acres. The yield 
per aera in fall wheat was 24 bushels, 
in 1895, or 3.6 bushels, more than the 
average for 17 years; allhough fall- 
ing shurt by 1.2 busheis of (the record 
for 1897.

The Lat- 
ter Day Saints or Mormons, increased 
slightly, the present total being the 
large number of 343,060. The Unita- 
ians, despile the decline of the relig- 
jous faith, made no gain, butl atill 
claim 75,000 only, and the Universal4 
ists actually fell 3.7 per cent. 

It is noticeable from the table print- 
ed above how much greater proq 
portionately the number of minister 
and churches is in the Proestant de- 
momivations than in the Romau Ca- 
tholic. This is indicative of larger Ro. 
man Catholic pariches and it also sug- 
geste a grent advantage enjoyed by 
the Church in making the expenditure 
of money go further. Vor instance, 
with only 5,809,516 
members, have more than three ‘times 
the ministers ind four Limes the num- 
ber of churehes, reported by the Ro- 
mint Catholie>, with 8,446,301; the 
Baptists, with four millions less mem- 
bership, have (hree Limes the number 
of ministers and more than four times 
that of churches, and the Episcopal- 
ian’, wilh only one-twelfth the mym- 
ben=h'p, bave nearly half as many min- 
isters and about one-eighth as many 
churches.

Mr. George Dunsford, whose death 
was noted yesterday, was the fourth 
son of Rev. J. H. Duneford, rector 
of the parish of Fretherne and viear 
of Framplon-on-Severn, in the county 
of Gloucester, England) Rev. Mr. 
Duusford with his family left Eng- a 
Jand in 1888, and became oue of the 
pioneer eetilers on the shores of Stur- 
geon Jake. Mr. George Dunsford, 
however, did not come out until the 
following year, when he was accom- 
panied by Mir. Geo. Toker, who settled: 


few miles below Sturgeon Point. For 
a@ year or two Mr. Dunsford resided 
with his father and mother at the 
“Beehive” and then deciding to aban- 
don farming, he went to Cobourg and 
was articled as clerk to Hon. George 
Boulton.

A few years later Mr. Dunsford re- 
moved from Cobourg to Peterborough 
to practise Jaw.

WHE LIVE STOCK BUSINESS 

Let uk now examine the live-stock | 
business which exists ty virtue of the 
crops that our farm bas produced. 
Here we find an even more satisfac- 
tory state of affairs. The prices for, 
cattle of all classes have been unusu- 
ally good; the damand bas been brisk 
even eager, during most of the season, 
and all the country, every 
Canadian stock owner has hud an op- | 
portunily of disposing, at remnnera~ 
tive prices, of every animal he has’! 
been willing to sell, It is true the 
export of live stock to Europe by the 
St. Lawrence port has seriously fallen 
off, but this year's record of ih’s 
trade does not tell the whole truth. 
Space in ships on the St. Lawrence 
was 60 scarce and dear for some time 
at ths beginning of the season that 
many Canadian animals went to Eur- 
ops through United States ports. The 
United States demand was so keen 
and such good prices were obtained 
in that market, now open to us 
through the removal of quarantine, 
that the Canadian stock raiser was 
not obliged-to ship across the Atlantic 
to make good profits. Althugh there, 
were not so many ae usual of North+ 
west cattle going to Europe, there 
was a very large sale of cattle from 
tha ranches in the home market, and 
tha best prices in many years was 
realized. It is also stated, I believe 
with truth, (hat over 30,000 head of 
caltle were sold from Ontario alone 
to go to Lhe United States this season, 
while a constant stream of stockers 
and young females has been crossing 
tha international boundary between 
Quebec and New England during the 
whole year, at prices which have been 
most tempting. 

The demand for sheep and lambs 
has been good, and prices better than 
for years. Notably has this been the 
case in the Northwest Territories, 
where fhere seems to be a great open-, 
ing in certain sections for further 
sheep breeding. I am gure that 
sheep should receive more attention 
all over Canada. 

Good horses have fetched goot 
pricesg and if our export to Europe. 
hos fallen off, it seems rather due to 
ths scarcity of the right kind of ani- 
mal than to the lack of a fair demand. 

As to ths sale of hogs from the farm, 
we have a somewhat different picture 
to look upon. The prices have ruled 
lower than for several years. Still, 
dhs production has been very large 
and the aggregate sum brought to 
tha farmers from the sale of hog pro- 
ducts is probably ths largest ever 
Imown in Canada. To thoss who have 
applied the best methods of care and 
feeding, even the low prices of this 
season have brought a fair profit, 
while the increased manure piles 
and the utilization of by-products of 
‘the dairy have, through the raising | 
and faltening of these hogs, helped 
the whole business of farming very 
mafarially. 

{We must not omit a reference, to 
tha egg and poultry industry. In 
| both of these Lhe oulpul is the largest

But even in such instances the 
would-bs buyer would find fully more 
animals not showing any of the type 
he wants (han of those that fill his 
eye In other words, wo farmers, as 
a, whole in Canada, have been breed- 
ing in all sorts of criss-cross ways, 
without any syetem al all; tho result 
being that our slook generally is in 
any particular place of no particular | 
itype.

With 
him, after a little bantering (each bad 
some trouble In understanding the 
other), he managed to conclude a bar- 
gain. The craft was aclumsy affatr, it 
seemed; in length it might be 7 and 20 
feet, by above eight in the beam, and 
was undecked, though ft bad a rude 
sort of cuddy.

TWO POLICIES CONTRASTED. 


Speaking of the splendid benefita 
guihned for the people by the policy 
of the Laurier govennment in the 
matter of construction of the Crow's 
Nest Rnilway the Toronto Globe says;

ific Roilway for last year aggre- 
gvted nearly twenty-nine millions of 
dolinze. If the Crow's Nest Rail- 
way hid been built under the terms 
of construction proposed by the cons 
servotive government—that is, $35,- 
006 2 milo in cash and a government 
guarantee of $20,000 a mile—the carn- 
ings of the Canadian Vacific would 
have totalled nearly thirty millions. 
Under the contract made by Mr. 
Blair for the construction of the 
Crow'a Nest rood it is estimated that 
not less than $850,000, that would 
Glharwise have gone into the treasury, 
of ths roilway, were saved through the 
reductions in railed to the people of 
Canada. 

“Then besides this great saving in 
reduced freight charges, we have con- 
trol of the pass through the moun- 
tains, running rights for compating 
lines over the Crow's Nest extension, 
and power to regulate tolls on all traf- 
fic, eastward or westward bound, ‘ori- 
ginating on the Crow's Nest road or 
destined for points on the Crow's 
Nest road and its connections, nons 
of which rights would have besn re- 
served to the country under the bar- 
gain with the Canadian Pacific made 
by ths conservative government.”

COMING OF THB FINNS. 
A most unusual inmmigration from 


Finland to Canada and ths United 
States is expected this year. One 
steamship line bas arranged to bring 
over 55,000 Finnish peasants. It is 
said that thousands of families will 
come here to engage in farming in 
the hope of bettering tbeir condition 
and especially with a view to escap- 
ing ths new political conditions im- 
posed upon Finland eleven months 
ago by ths Russian government. 

South Finland is in the same Jati- 
tude fs South Greenland. No other 
region so far north is so well tilled 
apd eo densely peopled. Its 2,500,000 
inhabitants are a sturdy and indus- 
trious eleven-twelfths of them 
tilling the soil, and nearly all are Lu- 
tharans in religious faith. Their 
history during the decade ending in 
1898 was remarkable for progress 
and development, but last year was 
crowded with bitter disappointment 
and calamity.

A few figures will show the rtemark-, 


able economic advance of the country. 
In ISS! the exports of Finland wers 
valued at only $17,000,000. By 1894 
their yalue bad increased to $27,200,- 
000 aud the average for the two fol- 
lowing years was $32,000,000. Lamber 
and tar were formerly tho chief ar- 
ticles exported, but these now include 
a great many horses, among the finest 
raise in the Empire, and large quan- 
tities of butter, potatoes, fish, wooll- 
pulp and paper.

Mr, Balfuur Speaks Again, 


London, Jan, 10. — Mr. Arthur J. 
Balfour, First Lord of the Treasury, 
speaking last evening in East Man- 
chester, suid: ‘I know of no war 
in which Great Britain has engaged, 
except that resulting in the indepen- 
dence of the American colonies, which 
did not end triumphantly, Yet Ido 
not know of one which has begun 
triumphant] True, the war in 
South Africa is disappointing, buf it 
is not a fact that Great Britain has 
suffered exceptional reverses or great 
disaster. On the other hand the 
war has knit together every branch 
of the English speaking race, making 
all feel that they huve a great com- 
mon destiny which it is their duty 
to accomplish. 

“There are those which ought to 
support us In far greater trials than 
any this war may produce, Remem- 
ber that a nation which cannot bear 
defeat is a nation unworthy of Em- 
pire,, and although defeat ,has not 


yel come, and aitnough we hope and 
believe it will nol come in the course 
of the present war, yet if matters 
should turn out otherwise, we should 
still rely on the courage and patriot- 
ism of our countrymen." 


Times Comes Out Hot, 


London, Jan. 10. — The Times, 
in an editorial based upon Mr. Bal- 
four's declarations yesterday, scvere- 
ly criticizes the Government, and 
says: “It is fortunate for the Gov- 
ernment that when Parliament meets 
it will only have to face the weak 
Opposition, If the shortcomings 
now revealed had been revealed in 
war with a _ first-class European 
power, the nation would not have 
heen consoled by statements such as 
Mr. Balfour has been making.

The Public Cannot 4gain be Fooled by 
Tory Fromises 

The attention of an over-zealous 
section of the conservative pres3 to 
the task of trying to eneer away thie 
prosperity of the past three years 
would be amusing were it not that it 
innvolyes a lowering of the stan- 
dard of political discussion and is 
therefore inimical to the public inter- 
est.

In 1878, when 
times were bad and when the conser- 
yatives wanted to get back to power, 
ther convinced thousands of people 
that anew tariff would make them all 
rich, In 1900, when times are good 
and when the conservatives are again 
anxious to get back to office, they 
would fain have the electors believe 
(that the last new tariff has nothing 
whatever to do with their being well, 
‘to-do. It will be odd if the hard- 
headed elector does not rush to the 
conclusion that the argument is no- 
thing and thai political controversy 6o 
carried on only cloaks a greedy scram- 
‘blo for the loaves and fishes. Indeed, 
one of the few readily appreciable re- 
sults of a quarter of acentury of con- 
servadive rule in Canada was the ex- 
istence at the end of that period of 
a confirmed habit of distrust of all 
political argument as hollow and in- 
sincere.—Montreal Herald.

THE NEW SCHOOLROOM. 
-_— | 
A Brief Description—The Building Com- 
bines the Most Modern Ideas 


Some time in April of last year St. 
appuinted a 


a sub-committee comprising 
Messrs. J. R. McNeillie, Robt. Miller, 
John Carew and Geo, Ingle, and upon 
thefts gentlemen fell the brunt of the 
work connected with the direction of 
affairs since construction began. 
The plans of the schoulrcom wers 
prepared by Mr. Charles Mills, a

provided for a white brick building of 
handsome exterior appearance, witha 
arranged in a 


the latest ideas endorsed by Sunday 
echool experts. The size provided for 
was 67 x 74 feet, two storeys, with full 
basement, the stone yalls being S8ft. 
high The contract was awarded to 
Mr. John Thorburn, and early in May 
| the preliminary, work of making alter- 
ations in ths old Sunday school build- 
ing was commenced, which included 
thse removal of the gallery and provid- 
‘ing a room for tho infant class. 
| About the middle of May Mr, Thor- 
! burn’ set men at work on the founda- 
tions for the gew building, and all 
summer the erection was steadily pro- 
ceeded with, although at times the 
mumber of men employed was small 
owing to the brisk demand for 
mechanics all over the district. It was 
hoped that Mr. Thorburn would have 
, ths building completed for Christmas, 
but the committee proved lenient, 
kmowing the difficulties the contrac- 
flor had to meet and overcome 

Ths interior is arranged in amphi- 
| theatre style, with a wide curving 
gallery ou the north side facing the 
lecture platform recess, opening on 
which is a handsoms stained glass 
window, (The space under the gallery, 
cam; be divided, in a few minutes, into 
eight class rooms, and the gallery 
itself to ten class rooms, by means of 
folding doors fitted with Springer’s 
patent attachment; when the doors 
are folded back they rest against the 
supporting posts and take up very 
little space. In this way the classes 
and their teachers will be isolated, 
while! the room will be at all times 
ayailable for large gatherinzs by sim- 
ply folding back tha doors and 60 
throwing all the rooms facing the plat- 
form into one. On either side of the 
lecture platform are ths librarian’s 
aud soperinteudent’s rooms. ‘Lhere are 
front and rear entminces to oth 
main floor and gallery. In the front 
hall is placed a handsome siiverpluted 
drinking fountain, the gitt of Archi- 
tect Mills, of Humilton. The walls 
throughout are tinled a light buff, 
ths woodwork being natural finish. 
The appearance of the gallery front 
is enhanced by a metal frieze, paint- 
ed a light green. A neat stencil de- 
Sign runs around ths walls near the 
ceiling, and in the middle of each de- 
sign has been painted an appropriate 
scripture motto. = 

The seating capacity of the schonal- 
Toom is estimated at 750. Orer 700 
were accommodated Sunday, when the 
supply of chaire ran short.

Marked (estaments were distributed, 
many men coming to the desk en- 
quiring for them, The Frenchmen 
were delighted to receive copies of the 
French Testament. : 

With the co-operation of the chap- 
Inins ha held gospel song services, with 
evangelistic addresses on Sunday * 
afternoons and evenings, ahd also dur- | 
ing the week. Ho held Rible classes | 
with the Christinn men and enabled ; 
them to make a bold stand for Christ. |

held private personal conversations on 
spiritual matters with a large num- 
ber. The result bas been that many | 
back-sliders bave been reclaimed and | 
a number have professed conversion.

BEET SUGAR. 


any 


There is no reason why Canada 
should not grow beets and monufac- 
(ure beet sugar. Countries far colder 
than Canada have succeeded in provid- 
ing enough of the raj material to 
make up into sugar for home consump- 
tion ns well as export. 

In Sweden as well ag in Balgium, the 
duty upon sugar has been raised gey- 
eral Limes, and (he home production 
of suzar benefilted by not incongider- 
in taxation. The, 
beet culture hos, in consequence, at- 
tained such dimensions in Sweden that 
at tha present day the requirements 
of the home market can be cupplied 
by the twenty on so sugar factories of 
ths country, allhough Sweden's sug- 
ar consumption has nearly doubled 
within the last ten years. 

It is only seventeen years since the 
production of beet sugar filst equal- 
led the world's crop of cane sugar. It 
is but twelve years since the cane crop 
for ths lust time rose to the level of 
ths beet sugar yield of Lhe same year. 
Yet the annual production of beet sng- 
aur is now nearly twice as great as 
the total crop of cane sugar. 

That is so remarkable and important 
a demonstration of the agricultural 
staples that it cannot be made too 
conspicuous as an cbject lesson for 
Canadian formers, It is constant 
proof that the sugar used in Canada. 
can all be produced in our own country 
instead, of being broussht mainly from 
the tropics and from Germany.

Lynching statistics compiled’and pub- 
lishad by the Chicago Tribune reveal 
ths rather astonishing fact that of a 
total of one hundred and seven such 
mob murders during (hs year 1899 only 
eleven were for the alleged ‘unspeak- 
able crime’ against women, while six 
yiclims were killed merely, on suspi- 
cion.

In the 
Southern States there were 103 lyneh- 
ings and only four in ths Northern 
States. Compared with former years 
the record for 1899 is the smallest. The 
largest was in 1892, when the (otal 
reached, 235. The great point in these 
figures is that the excuse most fre- 
quently put forward for mob execu- 
tions does not hold good. It will also 
be noticed that several persons suf- 
fered death for slight offences and 
come on the merest suspicion, mistak- 
en identity and simple race prejudice. | 
The only good feature of this gloomy 
record is that it shows a decr i 
tha number of lynchings. 
elhar hand, the burning at ihe slake 
of megroes in Texas, Georgia and Ken- 
tucky indicates increased ferocity in 
the mobs, but that has had the effect 
of arousing universal horror, which 
has not been without effect on the 
people of the South.

Oil Fuel in Steamers. 


During last month some interesting 
fuel testis were made upon the new 
eleamer “Syrian” in England. The 
coal trials were successful, the speed 
obtained being nearly a knot in ex- 
cess of tha guarantee. [The result ob- 
tained from oil fuel was still more 
salisfactory. On running the measur- 
ed distance, Lhe speed was 11 1-2 knots, 
or nearly «a knol more than was the 
case with the Scotch coal. Tbe num- 
ber of revolutions was seven to eight 
more per minute, and the horse power 
200 more than at the coal trial, while 
ihe steum pressure of 180 lbs. was 
tained with ease, notwilhstanding 
that all the auxiliary machinery was 
running (tha whole time. ‘The con- 
sumption of oil at the Lrial was found 
25 per cent. less per horse power 
tham the consumption of the coal.

An inquest into the death of John 
Henderson, known ne Trish John, was 
held by Dr. Hall, Kinmount, last week. 
The facts of the case are about as fol- 
lows: Mir, Henderson was an old 
man of 73, with no permanent home, 
moving around among his relatives. 
On ths 4th of Dec. he called at hisgon 
Rober(’s place. The son and wife 
were away at Kinmount at the lime, 
and John, pulling some clothes in a 
bog, was seen walking away from tha 
house along the Bobeaygeon road, 
just.as ths son Robert and wife were 
nearing home from Kinmount.
